Centennial of the Republic’s Birth 
Celebrated in Paris. 


All Classes Join Hands in Commemora- 
tion of the National Event, 


ORATIONS, PROCESSIONS CIVIC AND MIL- 
ITARY DISPLAYS. 


The Statue of Napoleon Adorned With 
Wreaths— President Carnot Loudly 
Cheered by the Populace—The Battle 
of Valmy Commemorated— Edward 
Parker Deacon Released From Prison 
—Kossuth and Hungary — Events 
Abroad in Briet. 


Paris, Sept. 22.—One hundred years ago to- 
Gay was the first day of the year of the 
French Republic following the revolution. 
To-day is also the centennial of the *‘Canon- 
ade of Valmy,’’ the first triumph of the Re- 
publican arms. On Sept. 22, 1792, the Prus- 
sians under the Duke of Brunswick were ad- 
vancing towards Paris, driving the army of 
Gen. Dumouriez before them. Gen. Keller- 
man, commanding the Army ofthe Rhine, 
hastened to the relief of Dumouriez with 20,- 
000 men. A battle was fought at Valmy and 
the Prussians were compelled to retire. For 
his services on that day Kellerman was sub- 
sequently created Duke of Valmy by Napo- 
leon the Great. It was detarmined to cele- 
brate thetwo events in an appropriate man- 
ner, and M. Bouvard, architect of the city of 
Paris, was appointed Commissioner General 
of the fetes. He drew up programmes and 
every body is high in praise of the manner in 
which all the details were carried out. 

The weather is splendid and the principal 
streets of the city crowded with spectators, 
many of whom came from the surrounding 
country. Around the Pantheon a dense 
crowd gathered, Here was stationed a large 
body of troops and noone was admitted to 
the building without a permit. President 
Carnot and the members of the Ministry ar- 
rived at the Pantheon at 10 o’clock, and their 
appearance was the signal for the playing of 
the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ by the military bands. 
The President and his party were received 
with enthusiastic acclamations. 

As President Carnot entered the choirs 
made up for the occasion sang patriotic can- 
tatas. Deputations from all the civic, mill- 
tary, industrial and commercial Dodies of the 
State were ptesent. 

M. Loubet, the Prime Minister, delivered 
the oration. He described the birth of the 
Republic, which he said would strive to give 
@ pacific solution of social questions. 

M. Floquet followed. He said that to-day’s 
rejoicing should be styled the Festival of Na- 
tional Independence. The present Republic, 
thanks to a union of parties, had rebuilt the 
national strength and is now in a position to 
inspire respect and sympathy. 

President Carnot was givena grand recep- 
tion as he drove from the Palace of the 
Elysee, and tremendous shouts of ‘‘Vivela 
Republique’’ went up as he proceeded along 


the streets through the dense lines of human- 
Floquet was given a similar recep- 


This afternoon two cavalcades, similar in 
number and costuming, started from the 
Palais @’Industris in the Champs Elysee. 
One cavalcade crossed the Seine and passed 
through the Fauburg St. Germain and 
Latin Quarter, while the other traversed the 
Place de la Concord and reached the Grand 
boulevard the Ru Royale. At the headof 
each procession marched a platoon of caval- 
rymen—real soldiers—attired in the uniform 
of the eighteenth century, the musicians play- 
ing airs of the epoch, selected by M. de 
Made, Librarian of the Opera-house. The 
costumes were copied from those fourdin 
the Carnavalet Museum. Then came mag- 
nificent cars filled with men representing the 
famous characters of the period. Inter- 
spersed were bodies on foot attired like the 
trades corporations pf the anti-revolutionary 
time. 

In one of the cars Lafayette and Washing- 
ton stood handin hand. Women and chil- 
dren and groups of singers were also scat- 
tered through the procession. 

_ The Portuguese exiles in Paris to day sent 
the following address to President Carnot: 

‘*The Portuguese emigrants who are pre- 
scribed for wishing to establish in Portugal 
institutions similarto those in France, beg 
you to accept the fraternal greetings which 
weaddressto the French people. We sin- 
cerely wish that the French policy of peace 
and progress will ere long formthe basis of 
the government of every nation.’’ | 

The Royalists were absent to-day, but not 
conspicuously, asthey have dwindled down 
to sucha small coterie that their absence 
was almost unnoticed. Both the national 
and the municipal governments joined in 
making the celebration a success and 
the Socialists went hand-in-hand 
with the Republicans in doing honor 
tothe day. Indeed, the municipality of 
Paris, largely controlled by the extremists, 
went into the celebration with an earnest 
ness that fully justified the liberality of the 
national Government in grantingto thecity 
of Paris 60,000 francs of the 200,000 francs ap- 
propriated for the celebration. The flag of 
the republic was everywhere displayed, and 
the statues and monuments of the great men 
of the revolution were decorated and 
adorned, &very public building in the city 
was also closed. 

Two grand historical processions on the 
right and left bank of the Seine were the 
great spectacular features and patriotic 
songs and representations of patriotic scenes 
Inthe early struggle of Republican France 
against allied Europe kept the multitude in a 
fervor of enthusiasm. 3 

The great figure of France distributing 
wreaths to her sons, was wreathed with the 
tri-color, and the decorations were especially 
impressive where Liberty is represented pro- 
tecting her illustrious sons. In honor of the 
President the igure of the great Carnot of the 
| first Republic was especially conspicuous for 
 poth the profusion and the artistic character 
of the Jecorations. 

The figure of Napoleon Bonaparte was 
adorned, as wellas the rest, where it stands 
among the distinguished soldiers of the Re- 
public and the Empire, reminding the specta- 
tors of the assertion of Prince Victor Bona- 
parte in yesterday’s manifesto thatin cele- 
brating the day they were celebrating the 
_ gervices of Napoleon. 

Although excellent order was generally 
preserved, some of the scenes were calcu- 
lated to make royalist blood run cold, and es- 
pecially the unconcealed rejoicing over the 
fate of King Louigand his family. The An- 
archists who meditated trouble were in too 
-- §nsignificant a minority to mar the harmony 
of the occasion.

KOSSUTH RESOLVED NEVER TO SET FOOT AGAIN 
IN HUNGARY. . 
‘Tort, Sept. 22.—Louts Kossuth, the Hun- 
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wards the people for whom he has done so 
much. The letter is in reply toa request 
that his sons be allowed to represent him at 
the unveiling of a memorial in the church at 
Tallya, Hungary, in which he was christened, 
Louls Kossuth writes: 


Iam resolved never to set my footin Hungary, as 
the country recognises the Emperor of Austria as 
its King. Iam a living protest against Hungary's 
faithlessness, and my creed must, therefore, be to 
refusc myself the pleasure of visiting my home. I 
was expelled from the country, andit would be 
ridiculous to appearin Hungary. Itis terrible for 
me to think that, with all the blows of my purpose- 
less and joyless life, I should have to bear the bur- 
den of liying beyond my 90th birthday, 

Kossuth now lives in voluntary exile. He 
could live in Hungary if he please, but he | 
prefers to stay in exile. He never forgets his 
co however, and does what he can to 
in his countrymen the spirit of 
patriotism.

EDWARD PARKER DEACON PARDONED AND 
SET AT LIBERTY—STORY OF THE SCANDAL. 


Pakis, Sept. 22.—Edward Parker Deacon 
was liberated from prison last night. Mr. 
Deacon intends to reside in Paris and prose- 
cute legal proceedings for the custody of his 
children. Deacon’s sult for divorce will 
come up at Cannes on Friday next. There is 
great interest among all Americans here in 
the outcomsé. All the characters in the 
tragedy are not only well known here, but in 
many American cities. Deacon killed Emil 
Abellle at Canneson the 17th of last Feb- 
ruary. 

The Deacons are Americans. Mrs. Deacon 
was the daughter of Admiral Baldwin by his 
first wife. They were married eleven years 
ago. The Deacons resided ati4 Rue Pierre 
Charion, Paris, for the past ten years, Mrs. 
Deacon is @82yearsold, and was much ad- 
mired in Paris society. Emile Abeille, the 
victim, was the eldestson of the late M. 
Abeille, who died thre years ago, leaving two 
other sons and a daughter, married first to 
Comte Alfred de Jouy @’Arcy and again. two 
months ago to Viscomte de la Redorte. Young 
Abeille was fora time an attacheof the 
French Legation at Washington. Abeille’s 
father made a great fortune during the em- 
pire, when his hotel, the Faubourg St. Hon- 
ore, Was famous for brilliant parties. 

Mr. Deacon lived in Boston up tothe time 
of his marriage. His family and connections 
are all Boston people of wealth and high 
social standing. His mother was the daugh- 
ter of Peter Parker, of the old Boston Parker 
family, and the greater part of his money he 
is supposed to have inherited through her. 
Peter Parker’s father was old John Parker, 
the ship-owner, who at the time or his death 
had the name of being the richest manin 
New England. A good part of his millions 
was handed down to Mr. Deacon’s mother 
and through her to him. 

Admiral Charles H. Baldwin, United States 
Navy, the father of Mrs. Deacon, died in New 
York on Nov. 18, 1888. The daughter had 
lived with her fatherand mother up to the 
time of her marriage, but she was too young 
then to even have gone much insociety. She 
is said to have been but little more than 17 
when she was married. 

Mrs. Deacon is a blonde with a faultless 
complexion, fine figure and eyes of remark- 
able beauty. She is now Hving in Paris. 
Deacon it wii] be remembered was arrested 
and tried for the killing of Abelille, and sen- 
tenced to one yearin prison. At the trial the 
wronged husband gave this account of the 
tragedy and the tncidents leading to It. 

**My wifeandI,’’ he said, ‘‘had separate 
rooms at the Hotel Splendide. I went to my 
wife’s room at midnight. As I approached 
the door I heard within the voice of M. 
Abeille. Iran to my room and gota revolver. 
I then went to the secretary of the hoteland 
asked that he accompany me. Together with 
the secretary I went to the door of my wife’s 
apartments and demanded entrance. I said 
that unless the door was opened I would 
break it open. Mrs. Deacon opened the door. 
She was attired in her night dress and held a 
candle in her hand. I entered the room 
and proceeded to examine and see if any- 
one wasthere. Ifound M. Abeille crouched 
behind a sofa. Ifiredat him twice;then I 
told the secretary of the hotel to call the po- 
lice. When the police arrived I gave up the 
weapon I had used. When I saw the poor, 
miserable Abeille looking so pitifulin his 
wounded condition I regretted the deed.’’ 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


UNICIPAL ASSESSMENT AND TAXATION IN 
WINNIPEG—NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept. 22.—For some 
time pastthere has been discussion among 
the citizens of Winnipeg over the proposition 
of Mayor McDonald to make radical changes 
inthe system of municipal assessment and 
taxation. This discussion resulted yester- 
dsy ina meeting of the Aldermen, members 
of the Board of Trade and citizens, who 
passed resolutions indorsing the single-tax 
and similar theories of Henry George and 
urging the City Council to adopt them in the 
management of municipal affairs, It is pro- 
posed also to abolish the Board of Aldermen 
and have the city governed by three sal- 
aried Commissioners. 


WINNIPEG CONFERENCE. 
MONTREAL, Sept. 22.—The Eastern Ecclesi- 
astical Province of the Church of England 
has finally-adopted the constitution as pro- 
posed by the Winnipeg Conference, with a 
few slight amendments. 


NEWFOUGNDLAND’S REQUEST. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 22.—A communica- 
tion has been received from the Administra- 
tor of the Colony of Newfoundland inviting 
the Dominion Government to appoint dele- 
gates toconfer with proper representatives 
of the Newfoundland Government on trade 
and fishing matters. The Dominion Govern- 
ment has accepted the invitation. 

The report having been published that the 
Imperial Government had directed the Do- 
minion Government to accept the contention 
ofthe Washington authorities that United 
States citizens had the right to copyright in 
Canada, Sir John Thompson authorizes the 
statement that the contrary is the case. Un- 
der the Dominion statute citizens of the 
United States have no right to copyright In 
Canada. 


SEIZING CATTLE, 


AN ORDER OF CONFISCATION ISSUED BY THRE 
MEXICAN GOVERNMENT. 

Deéminc, N. M., Sept. 22.—Complaints 
reach here from Las Polomas, Mexico, im- 
mediately south, that the custom officials at 
that place are seizing large numbers of 
American cattle which stray across the line 
from day to day. 

Some weeks ago the Mexican Government 
issued an order to the effect that on and 
after a certain day all foreign cattle found 
on Mexican soil would be confiscated. The 
cattlemen on this side of the line made strén- 
uous efforts to secure their stock and were in 
a large degree successful. Atthe same time, 
the loss sustained was considerable, as the 
grazing in the vicinity of Las Palomas is the 
best within an area ofa hundred miles, and 
the cattie had gone there in large numbers, 
It is simply impossible to round them all up. 
Naturally the cattle are returning to their old 
grazing grounds, but as rapidly as they cross 
the borderthey are seized by the officials. 
The loss tothe cattlemen in this section by 
the action of the Mexican authorities will 
amountupin the thousanas, and Is daily in- 
creasing.

TURKISH DEFENCES FOUND TO BE UTTERLY 
VALUELESS. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 22.—Gen. Briamont 
of the French army, who has been inspecting 
the Turkish fortifications on the Dardanelles, 
has made a report tothe Sultan. The Gen- 
eral declares that the fort works are utterly 
valueless and that the reeonstruction will 
involve an expenditure of £2,000,000 including 
the cost of 250 heavy guns. 

Saturday and Sunday last, 2,000 students 
were arrested in this cityand placed aboard 
two steamers in the Golden Horn, and these 
vessels sailed away on Sunday night with se- 
cret orders. An official announcement has 
been made tothe effect that this action on 
the part of the authorities is due to desire to 
relieve the pressure Of students in the public 
scnools. 

Several Turkish journals have recently 
been confiscated. 

The Porte has revived the question of clos- 
ing the American mission schools in the 
Turkish Dominion, unless they are controlled 
by Turkish officials.

CASUALTIES, 


Engineer and Fireman Fatally Injured by 
a Break-Down. 


SEDALIA, Mo., Sept. 22.—Early inthe daya 
telegram was received inthis city, to the ef- 
fect that this morning Engineer W., J. Fisher 
and Fireman John Hortonjof Engine No. 948, 
met with a serious and fatal accident at 
Mount Serrat, on the Missouri Pacific Rall- 
way. They were pulling a freight train 
which was running between Sedalia and 
Kansas City and which left here about 5 
o’clocKk @e m. In railroad parlance, their 
engine slipped herself, which means 
that the ~« driver broke loose and 


tore away one side of the locomotive. Engi- 
neer Fisher is reported to have been very 
badly injured, while Fireman Horton is said 
to have had both legs and one arm broken. 
Both Fisher and Horton reside in Sedalia,and 
are well known among railroad men and by 
other citizens. They are experienced rall- 
roaders, and their misfortune is deeply re- 
gretted by their many friends. 


THE WRECK AT SHREVE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 22.—The wreck at 
Shreve, O.,on the Fort Wayne road yester- 
day was caused bya blunder, but who was 
responsible for it has not yet developed. 
Supt. Starrsaid: ‘‘There was no confusion 
of orders, as there were noorders. Noone 
knows why the freight pulled out, but the 


supposition is that a fast freight running be- 
tween the limited east and north went by 
and the freight crew mistook it for No. 8.’’ 
How such a mistake should occur Mr. Starr 
does not know, as he has not seen elther the 
engineer or conductor of the freight train. 
The list of dead as reported yesterday is cor- 
rect. There weretwelve Killed and as many 
more injured. 

The fire completely wiped out all trace of 
baggage, express matter, mail and even 
some of the bodies of those killed. There is 
nota remnant or bone to be found of one of 
the postal clerks,the express messenger or the 
two ladies going from Bucyrus to Espeyville. 
The financial loss by the wreck can not bees- 
timated. It is reported that in the mail 
burned there was about $80,000. This is only 
what wasin registered packages. The ex- 
press matter wasall burned except thirty- 
six silver bricks, thirty-two small and 
four large or double bricks, worth at 
least $75,000. A temporary track has been 
constructed which enables trains to proceed 
around the wreck. The bodies of those re- 
covered were preparea for burial by the com- 
pany’s undertaker at Alliance, assisted by 
the undertaker at Shreve. 


KILLED AT A CROSSING.

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NO CASES REPORTED: 
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Cholera in New York Is Confined to 
Quarantine. 


RIGID REGULATIONS HAVE PROVED AN 


EFFECTIVE BARRIER. 


All Danger of an Epidemie Believed to Be 
Past — Action Begun for Damages 
Against the Hamburg-American Packet 
Co.—Progress of the Plague in Other 
Lands. | 


New YORK, Sept. 22.—The Board of Health 
issued the following bulletin at 10 o0’clock this 
morning: 

**‘No cases ofcholera have been reported 
since the last bulletin.’’ 

The day is muggy with showers and fog, 
the mercury stands 76, which is warmer than 
of late. , 

The Guion liner State of Nevada, which 
was ordered back in quarantine by Dr. 
Jenkins yesterday, came down from her pler 
and anchored abréast the upper station éarly 
this morning. The Nevada was released 
from quarantine on the morning of the 17th 
and went to herdocks. Afterarriving there 
her fireman, John Knox, was taken ill with 
cholera and died the following day. 

The Advisory Committee of Physicians to 
report to the Chamber of Commerce on quar- 
antine says the principal danger of trans- 
mission of cholera is through the ship’s in- 
habitants. Edibles packed in infected places 
should be refused entry altogether unless 
packed in sucha manneras to exclude ex- 
terlor contamination. The period of ordinary 
detention should be five days. The measures 
adopted in the report are tndoreed. 

Action was begun in the United States 
Court to-day by C. 8. Van Remssalaer to re- 
cover $10,000 damages from the Hamburg: 
American Packet Co, Mr. Van Renssalaer 
was one of the passengers on the Normannia 
detained in quarantine. He claims that 
when he was booked for passage the com 
pany’s agent tola himthat there would be 
no steerage psssengers on board. 

Up to date there have been six deaths from 
cholera in this city. Theresult of the bac- 
teriological examination fn the case of John 
Carr, owner and Captain of thecanal boat 
Harry Hill, who died at his home, New 
Brunswick, N. J.,was reported to the Health 
Board by Prof. Biggs. Germs of Asiatic 
cholera were found. 

The morning opened at Camp Low with a 
dismal, drizzling rain,a cloudy sky and a 
heavy mist over the Jersey shore across the 
bay. Sergt. Sawtell’s official bulletin of the 
health of the camp is favorable and) is as 
follows: 

Pavilion A, ten cases of orAtnary acute 
and chronic disease, nothing special. Pa- 
vilion B, three cases of diarrhoea, not sus- 
picious; four cases of headache with fever; 
one child sick with cough. Pavilion C, five 
cases, nothing special. Hospital, all cases 
convalescent, save the unknown infant, 
whichis improved. Mrs. Gutel Domiz, the 
cholera suspect, is sitting up. The names of 
the five new patients suffering from dlar- 
rhoa are not announced, 

Dr. Vaught announces that the passengers 
of the steamer Wyoming, at the Surf Hotel, 
will be reléased to-morrow, provided that all 
are well, 

President Wilson seems to be of the opinion 
that tne disease has been nipped in the bud. 
There are now only seven housesin thecity 
under quarantine, but that as Dr. Wilson 
says, is merely asa precaution. The North 
German Lloyd steamer Havelfrom Bremen 
and Southampton was released from quaran- 
tine to-day. 

The only cholera patient in Camp Low is 
Mrs. Guteldomiz, whoisconvalescent and is 
able tositup. The infant from the Rugia, 
which was expected to die of starvation, ral- 
lied and one of the women in the hospital has 
asked leave to adopt the little one. 

The passengers of the Moravia have at last 
been landed on Ellis Island. They arrived in 
port on the 30th of August, and since that 
time have been on board the steamer 
in the lower bay. The Wisconsin cabin 
passengers will be landed this after- 
noon. The State of Nevada is detained as 
an infected ship, together with the Nor- 
mannia, Rugia, Moravia, Heligoland and 
Suevia, the last named of which may be al- 
lowed up :-at any time now. The City of 
Washington goes up at 3 p. m., and the 
Ethiopia has been given permission to pro- 
ceed to her dock. 

The condition of Louis Weinhagen, who is 
in the Reception Hospital suffering from 
cholera, Was reported to be good this morn- 
ing. He is said to be recovering. The 
woman Mary Murphy, who was taken from 
the Cherry Street House, is not thought to 
have cholera. 

A suspicious case was reported to-day, that 
of Emanuel Peschia, a letter-carrier, who 
was found sick on the street and was taken 
to a hospital. 

IMMIGRANT TRANSPORTATION. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 22.—Dr. McShane, 
health commissioner, has received from Gen- 
eral Manager O’Dell of the B. & O., a copy 
of an order relating to the transporta- 
tion of immigrants. The order is the re. 
sult of a ‘conference of health officers 


and railroad Officials held at Chicago and 
conforms with the requirements of the 
Health Boards of Illinois, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Michigan, Kentucky, Missouri, Ohio, 
Iowa and Chicago.

CHOLERA ABROAD. 


HOSPITAL WORKERS SHABBILY TREATED BY 
HAMBURG AUTHORITIES. 


BERLIN, Sept. 22.—Numerous doctors are 
writing to the newspapers in regard to what 
they term the shabby conduct of the Ham- 
burg authorities. The Hallesche Zeitung says 
that one of a band of volunteer doctors died 
from cholera contracted while attending to 
the stricken people. Another of the brave 
men, falling ill, asked to be relieved from 
duty, and wasthereupon digmissed without 
a word of thanks and with a pittance of only 
8 shillings per day. Aseven the attendants 
received 15 shillings per day, his colleagues 
respectfully remonstrated, but the only reply 
was a peremptory order to quit the hospital. 
This is not a solitary instance of interference 
on the part of the Hamburg authorities. 
Finding that the disease has abated they are 
anxious to rid themselves cheaply of super. 
fluous assistance. 

A boatman and his chiJd died here to-day 
from cholera. The son of another boatman 
has been attacked by the @isease. There are 
still eight men and three women in the Moa- 
bit Hospital. 


PRECAUTIONS IN CANADA. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 22.—The twenty- 
fifth annual conference of the Canadian 
Medical Association is now being held here. 
Dr. Brice, Secretary of the Ontario Board of 
Health, ‘spoke on the subject cf cholera. He 
dwelt at considerable length on the system 
of quarantine, and spoke of the visit of the 
Canadian commissioners in their tour of in- 
quiry to New York, Boston and other cities, 
witere they had picked up a large amount 
of information on the subject. 
Hon. John Cushing, Minister of 
Agriculture, said that the gOV- 
ernment was doing all possible for the pre- 
vention of the entry of the scourge into Can- 
ada. He said the Government was fully alive 
to the importance ofits duty to the country 
in this respect. He spoke of the arrange- 
ments at Grosse Isle and said they were 
working very satisfactorily. Itis his inten- 
tion to go on with the deep water wharf 
there, which would cost $100,000. In con. 
clusion the Minister said that money shall 
not stand in the way to make every quaran- 
tine station as complete and as fully equipped 
as the exigencies require. 


A WHOLE FAMILY. 
Paris, Sept. 22.—A whole English family 
named Kernoghan, consisting of six persons, 
has died in Paris. No other fatal cases have 


occurred among the English residents of 
Paris, though there have been several 
deaths among the English residents of 
Havre. 

The Secretary of the Public Health Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of the Interior said toa 
correspondent to-day in regard to the meas.

cise the measures taken by the New York 
Board of Health, but it seems to us that they 
have been extremely severe, and that the

OTHER OFFICERS SELECTED BY THE 
DELEGATED BODY. 


All the Elections Carried Through With a 
Rush—Reunions and Entertainménts 
the General Order—Many Veterans 
Have Alreaiy Taken Their Departure 
—Closing Scenes of the Twenty-Sixth 
Annual Encampment. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.—Rainy 
weather ushered in the fourth day of Grand 
Army week, anda drizzling rain made the 
streets sloppy and the atmosphere heavy. 
The old soldiers leftthe city in great num- 
bers last night and this morning and the 
railroad companies will be kept busy from 
now until to-morrow evening moving the 
immense crowds they brought to the city. 
This is the last day of the G. A. R. festivities 
and business meetings in Washington. The 
programme arranged for the enjoyment of 
the visitors closes to-morrow with excursions 
down the river and all-day camp fires. A 
number of the posts here will hold informal 
reunions at battle flelds on their way. 

At the second day's session of the National 
Encampment the principalevent is the se- 
lection of a Commander-in-Chief 
the coming year. The choice of the 
delegates for the successor to 
Commander-in-Chief Palmer was early a 
foregone conciusion. Capt. Weissert of Wis- 
consin, it could be seen, was the coming man. 
The solid support of Capt. Wiessert by the 
State of Michigan, as heretofore stated, put 
Col. Lincoln in the background, and afterthe 
indorsement of Capt. Weissert last night by 
Pennsylvania and New York, Col. Lincoln 
had very little strength. The encampment, 
it became clear, was therefore marked by 
freedom of contest for commander-in-chief 
or the place for the next encampment, In- 
dianapolis having been unanimously selected 
yesterday, and a finaljadjournment is looked 
for this afternoon.

RUSSIAN BARBARITY 
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Awful Sentence Passed Upon a Female 
Poisoner. 


TO BE BEHEADED AND BURNED AT THE 
STAKE. 


The Penalty a Relic of the Middle Ages— 
Efforts Made to Mitigate the Punish- 
ment—A Posseand a Mob Chasing a 
Girl’s Murderer—Pursuit of the Osage 
Train Wreckers. 


St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 22.—In April last 
Mrs, Aina Sainio, the wife of a professor in 
the State College at Tavastehuus, Finland, 
was found guilty of poisoning her husband, 
and in accordance withthe medieval law, 
which is stillin force there, she was sen- 
tenced to be beheaded and her body to be 
affixed jtoa beacon and barned. Mrs. Sainio 
is only about 22 yearsold. She married the 
Professor in 1890 and has one child. She ap- 
peared to live happily with her husDand and 
for a considerable time the police 
were at a loss to account for 
the poisoning of the professor. Finally Mrs, 
Sainio made aconfession. She said she had 
bought a strychnine capsule similar to the 
capsules containing quinine that her hus- 
band was in the habit of taking. For days 
she hesitated to administer the poison to 
him, but one day when her husband asked 
her for some quinine) she gave him the 
strychnine. She then kissed him and went 
to her bedroom and put pillows over her 
head, so she could pot hear his screams 
while he was dying. 

It was charged that Mrs. Sainio had been 
unfaithful to her husband, carrying on a Nai- 
son with one of the students at the college. 
She strenuously denied this and said her 
motive in killing her husband was to get the 
insurance of $2,500 on his life, as she was 
deeply in debt. 

After her conviction the case was carried 
to the Court of Appeals, andto-daya de- 
cision was handed down, affirming the judg- 
ment ofthe trial court and adding to the 
punish ment to be inflicted on the unfortu- 
nate woman. Ittranspired during the trial 
that Mrs. Sainio had forged her husband’s 
name to checks for small sums some time be- 
fore his death, and forthis offense the Court 
of Appeals orders that her right hand be cut 
off. Then she will be decapitatedand her 
body fastened to a stake, covered with in- 
flammable material and seton fire. The sen- 
tence is a most terribleone, and it ig thought 
that efforts will be made to get the Czar to 
commute it. 

All information that has been gathered 
about Mrs. Sainio seems to confirm the view 
that she is a spoiled child and never has been 
able totake life in earnest. Shehas never 
been moved byany great passions, but has 
always been taken up withthe thought as to 
how she cguid amuse herself in a childlike 
fashion. In orderto satisfy her great desire 
for sweets—with which her husband supplied 
her liberally—she stole and deceived without 
the slightest hesitation. A writer in 
ITufeudstadsblad, the leading paper of Fin- 
land, triesto provethat she belongs tothe 
Class of people having a natural tendency to 
crime. Sheis said to have all the character- 
istics of a poisoner. He head is unusually 
large and her forehead greatly developed.

ADOPT A PLATFORM. 


WAEHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The following pro- 
ceedings of a national nominating conven- 
tion of woman suffragists, which appears to 
have conducted its prooceedings with un- 
usual privacy, were furnished tothe press, 
authenticated by the signatures of Anna M. 
Parker, President, and Elizabeth Powers, 
Secretary: 

At the parlors of the Willard Hotel yester- 
day (Sept. 21) under the call of April 26, a na- 
tional convention of woman suffragists was 
held through the auspices of delegates to the 


Victoria Leagues of the different States. 
Mrs. Anna Parker of St. Louis was 
called to the chair and Elizabeth Pow- 
ers of Providence, R. Secretary. 
The call from the States brought out twenty- 
eight representatives, selecte 4 State con- 
ventions from New Jersey, New York, Michi- 
gan. lilinois, Indiana, lowa, Missouri, Colo- 
rado, Uregon, Culifornia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Florida, 
Louisiana, Alabama, Georgia, Tennessee, 
ArkKansas, Kansas, New Hampshire. Maine, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Mississippi, Vermont 
and Pennsylvania. 

The States of Wyoming, North Dakota and 
Washington sent no representatives. There 
were fifty delegatesin all, On motion of Mr. 
Windish of New York City Mrs. Victoria 
Woodhull Martin of New York and London 
was nominated for President of the United 
States. Mrs. Cynthia Leonard of New Jersey, 
Mrs. Linda Slaughter of Washington and Mrs.

As part of his 
duties inthis connection, he made outa Dill 
for $3,855 and presented it against the estate 
for taxes alleged to have been paid by him, 
repairs done, etc., and $1,200 for the ‘‘voyage 
to Europe.’’

THEY WANT BOODLE. 


Twelfth District Democratic Committee 
Reaching Out for Money. 


CHURCH DENIES THAT HE INTENDS TO 
BUY THE NOMINATION. 


Story of a Secret Caucus in Chairman 
Lutz’ Residence Emphatically De- 
nied--Wholesale Registration of Voters 
—Col. Stone Passes Through the City— 
Filing Delegations— Political Notes. 


The broad and greasy hand of boodle is ex- 
tended in the Twelfth Congressional District. 
Itis the handof the Democratic Congres- 
sional CommitteeI guided by Chairman Fred 
Walsh and E. E. Guion, the Third 
Ward member. A large majority of 
this organidation has told Congressman Seth 
Cobb he cannot be renominated, all because 
he did not ‘‘putup’’ liberally enough to sult 
the committee two years ago. Mr’ 
Cobb is of the same mind now as he was then. 
He is not willing to give the 
committeemen what they want, on 
the ground that their demands 
are extortionate. In other words Congress- 
man Cobb declares that he will not buy the 
nomination nor will he concede that the 
committee has the power or authority to 
sell it; The word has consequently been 
passed along the line to ‘*‘down Cobb.’’ 

Atits meeting last evening the Congres- 
sional Committee sent for Mr. A. C. Church, 
and asked him if he would bea candidate, 
After consulting with his friends he an- 
nounced that he would make the race and he 
isnowa full fledged applicant for theseat 
now held by Mr. Cobb. 

The conduct of the committee and remarks 
alleged to have been made by Mr. Church 
have together given out the impression that 
he decided to accede tothe demands of the 
organization. It has even reported that the 
bright young member of the Legislature and 
attorney for the Wiggins Ferry had paid 
sums rangingall the way from $5,000 to $9, 000. 

CHURCH MAKES AN EXPLANATION, 

When seen this morning, Mr. Church said: 
‘**] have nothing whatever to conceal about 
my position in this matter. I was 
asked to make this race by friends and I 
hesitated because I did not like to enter into 
any contest with Mr. Cobb. The friends 
who first suggested the matter 
have no connection with the com- 
mitteemen. When the story was given some 
circulation that I might be a candidate some 
of the committeemen told me that it would be 
necessary to spend money in the race. No for- 
mal demand was made, however. I concluded 
then that I would not purchase the nomina- 
tion and I have not changed my mind since. 
The committeemen who pledged _ their 
support said it was not a mat- 
ter of money with’ them, that I 
might use my own judgment as to the 
amounts necessary in the various wards,and 
I intend to use it only for legitimate 
campaign purposes and nothing else. My 
intention is to make a ciean, honest canvass 
and if these committeemen wishto help me 
they muy doso. Icanstate that I am not 
buying the service of any one 
of them. If the Democratic voters of 
the district want me as their candidate then 
welland good. If they prefer Mr. Cobb he 
will find no more loyal supporter than my- 
self after his nomination is made.’’ 

LEAVES IT TO THE PEOPLE. 

Congressman Cobb was in consultation 
with some of his friends this morning and 
told them plainly that the opposition of the 
Congressional Committee would not de- 
ter him from his purpose. He had 
fully determined to zo before the 
Democratic voters and let them say whether 
or not the voice of the committee was su- 
preme in the matter of selecting candidates. 
His plan is to put up a delegation in every 
ward and secure representation in every 
polling booth. 

Ed, Devoy, who was spokenof asa candl- 
date a few daysago, saidthis morning that 
be had not authorized Committeeman Guion 
orany oneelse to announce that he had 
withdrawn in favor of Mr. Church, ‘‘l 
was never in the race,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
consequently there was nooccasion for any 
withdrawal. If I had been in the race, ! 
would not declare for any candidate in mak- 
ingmyexit. Iam for the nominee, whether 
it be Cobb, Church orany other Democrat.’’ 


There Was No Caucus. 


Areport was circulated last night that a 
caucus had been held at Dr. Lutz’ 
residence last Friday night and 
a slate ticket selected for the 
city convention. This was taken up bya 
morning paper which claims to be the Demo- 
cratic oracle and treated as a political sensa- 
tion. The candidates who were not put 
on the alleged slate were for a 
time exercised, but after making 
an investigation they came to the conclusion 
that the story wasa‘‘fake’’ pure and sim- 
ple. 

When Dr. Lutz, the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, was seen this morn. 
ing he said: 

‘*The story published in this morning’s 
Republic that a caucus of the City Committee 
and other leading politicians was held at my 
house Friday evening lastis a lie made out 
of whole cloth. There was no caucus there 
that or any other night, and if there wasa 
caucus held then or any other time by the 
committee or any of its members I know 
absolutely nothing of it. I certainly did not 
attend any or hear of any beyond mere 
street rumor. I take it that it 
is a poor return to. give a man 
for his work in benalf of the party’s welfare. 
Here I have been neglecting my prac- 
tice. running around town trying to 
help the Democratic prospects, and what 
do I get in the shape of thanks?

The complete returns of the September 
election in Vermont, as compared with 


September, 1888, show 2a loss of 9,382 Re- | 


publican voters, or 19.23 per cent, while 
the Democrats polled 19,526 votes this year, 
against 19,527 in 1888. That is to say the 
Democrats lose only one vote where the 
Republicans lose 9,382. 

The same percentage of loss to the Re- 
publicans in other States that went for 
Harrison in 1888 would give Cleveland New 
York by a plurality of 111,679 votes, Indi-

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JUSTICE BY “ARRANGEMENT.” 


The McDonald-Morris-Marshall mess is 
so unsavory from every standpoint that an 
attempt to delve into and analyze it with a 
view to a just distribution of the soil 
among the partiesconcerned would deserve 
the resentment of reputable people as an 
unwarrantable and unnecessary strain 
upon their sense of decency and smell. 


There are certain bearings of the scandal, 
however, which demand public comment. 
One touches upon the settlement alleged to 
have been discussed between the attorney 
in behalf of himself and his bawd client and 
Police Justice Morris, by which the former 
agrees to suppress the scandal and leave 
the Police Justice unmolested in his office 
in consideration of an apology for his 
judicial acts with reference to himself and 
his bawd client and a pledge of judicial 
complaisance in future. An ‘‘arrange- 
ment’’ mutually satisfactory to all parties 
is said to be in progress. 

But what does the Council think of this 
‘farrangement?’’ Attorney McDonald 
says that he will stop impeachment pro- 
ceedings before that body in return for the 
submission of Judge Morris. Doesit pro- 
pose that its power of impeachment shall 
be held as a club over the head of a judge 
to compel him to stay the hand of the law 
in behalf of criminals? Is it willing to per- 
mitjustice to be administered in a police 
court according tothe dictates ofan attor- 
ney and the proprietress of a bagnio who 
hold a scandalous ‘‘cinch’’ on the Judge? 
Shall the Council consent to serve as the 
possible tool of criminals and their attor- 
neys for the defeat of justice? : 

There is another bearing to the scandal 
of wider and deeperimport. It is an ad- 
ditional clinching piece of evidence of the 
incurable rottenness prevailing under 
‘*push’’ influences in the administration 
of criminal justice in this city. To 
the condition of wrascality rampant 
and triumphant at the Four Courts 
which the Post-DISPATCH has exposed 
from the records must be _  add- 
ed a crowning infamy, if such 
villainy is allowed to pass unrebuked. 
A leering harlot will be enthroned in the 
seatof the blind goddess with a scourge of 
scandal in her hand and with her vicious 
minions as the ministers of law.

WAGES IN VARIOUS COUNTRIES. 

A correspondent asks if the laboring men 
of Germany—mechanics, etc.—are not bet- 
ter paid than those of Great Britain, 
There are no complete statistics of wages in 
the two countries at hand and as the con- 
ditions of production are entirely different, 
an exhibit of wage rates would throw little 
or no light on the actual differences in 
workingmen’s incomes, 

But it is a well-known and acknowl- 
edged fact that the workingman’s income 
in Germany is very much less than the 
British laborer’s. The average earning 
capacity of the British people was ascer- 
tained to be in 1880, $172 yearly, while on 
fhe continent it was $85.75. In Germany 
weavers earn from 44 to 49 cents per day,in 
England 65 cents andin the United States 
80 cents to $1.12. A few years ago some 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania collected 
statistics of wagesin thirteen different in- 
dustries and posted them upin their fac- 
tories, They showed an average weekly 
wage in Germany of §38.46, in England 
$7.69 and in New York City $12.38. 

As a sule it will be found that high 
wages go with low cost of production. 
The Englishman is better paid than his 
German competitor because he is more 
skillful, knows how to use tools, has eas- 
ier access to the raw materials, such as 


‘Commissioner. 


coal and iron, and also because no obstruc- 
tion is placed in the way of a free ex- 
change of products. And yet the English- 


‘man is distanced in all those advantages 


by his American competitor, who gets 
higher wages because the American is the 
most intelligent and ingenious worker in 
the world, and has easier access to natural 
advantages. In making nails, for in- 
stance, the English worker is miserably 


paid, but he does his work with the most | 


primitive tools. The American who has 
the very best machines gets §3 to §5 per 
day. The labor cost of the American 
product, however, is only one-tenth that 


of the English. 
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MR. INGALLS’ REVELATIONS. 


It is not as yet generally known that 
John James Ingalls is a greater man than 
James G. Blaine. 

If John James Ingalls is to lay bare to 
the Kansas farmers the distresses of for- 
eign paupers, how is he to do it any better 
than James G. Blaine has done it, Mr. 
Blaine having the peculiar advantage of a 
top seat on Andrew Carnegie’s coach? 

The foreign pauper has heard many tales 
of the depression of Kansas agriculture, 
and his sympathies have been aroused by 
stories of crops burned for fuel and mort- 
gages too heavy for the stoutest Kansan to 
carry. 

It is, therefore, proper that the Kansas 
farmer should feel for the foreign pauper, 
and that the foreign pauper should feel for 
the Kansas farmer.

Tucker lives at Hiigginsville, Mo. Heisa 
jeweler by occupatibn, is only 28 years old, 
and was born in Indiana. He has beena 
Slave to the morphine habit for several 
years, having resorted to morphinein an 
effort to break off from whisky. 
Wis wife has supported herself and 
husband by keeping a little store at Higgins- 
ville, and has remained faithful to her hus- 
band through all the troubles brought on 
them by his morphine habit. Despairing of 
ever winning him away from his dreadful 
slavery without special treatment, 
she finally decided to put him 

an institute, and to do s80 
Was obliged to sell out all of 
her earthly possessions, which she did 
last week, andthen left Higginsville with 
Tucker, enroute to Ibwight. ‘three days ago 
the couple arrived in S8st.

The Notorious Marshall Woman Se- 
cured a Remit. 


AN ATTEMPT MADE TO ISSUE AN EX- 


ECUTION AFTERWARDS. 


Marshall McDonald Makes a Call at the 
- Marshal’s Offce and Has an Interview 
With That Official Which Brings Out 
Interesting Information—Clerk Mc- 
Ennis’ Explanation. 


Itis Deilng generally said about the Four 
Courts to-day that to prove the fine of Nina 
Marshall had not been remitted, an execu- 
tion had been issued against her for the $50 
which Judge Morris sentenced her to pay 
last week. Marsliall McDonald heard this 
report, and his partner, Alonzo Howe, went 
to the Police Court to find out ff it was true. 

**Oh, yes,’’ said Clerk John F, McEnnis, in 
his gentle way, ‘‘tize execution has been is- 
sued, andisin the hands of the Marsha}.’’ 

Mr. McDonald went at once to 
see Marshal Emil Thomas. The attorney 
describes the interview that followed: ‘‘T 
understand that executions have been issued 
against Nina Marshall andthe girl who was 
fined $10 the same day,’’ he said to the Mar- 
shall. ‘‘Is that true?’’ 

‘‘No, it is not,’’ said Marshal Thomas. 
‘‘We have got no execution. ’’ : 

‘*That must bea mistake,’’ 
Donald. ‘‘I am informed that the execution 
has been sent to you from the Police Court.’’ 

‘*Well I’ll show you the papers,’’ said 


Marshal Thomas. He ;zot them froma pigeon- | 


hole and handed themto the lawyer. Mr. 
McDonald opened one of the fee bills, In- 
side there lay anexecution. He opened an- 
other fee bill. There was another execution 
inside. 

**Here are the executions,’’ he said. 

**Oh, no,’’ said Marshal Thomas, 
are the fee Dbills.’’ ; 

**Yes, and those are the executions, too,’’ 
paid the lawyer, holding up the little slips of 
paper. 

Marshal Thomas was evidently surprised. 

**I did not know they were there,’’ he pro- 
tested. He called Chief Deputy Albert Wael- 
block. ‘‘How did those executions get 
there?’’ he asked, and his tone convinced the 
lawyer that he was in earnest. 

**Well, when I went to lunch Monday I 
found those exccutions on the. desk after I 
came back,’’ said the Chief Deputy. 
‘*Whenlspoketo McEnnis about them he 
said we need not serve them; they could just 
stay there.’’ 

‘*Well, you ought to know,’’ said Marshal 
Thomas, ‘‘that those executions are worth- 
less. You know that the fines were re- 
mitted, the costs paid and the judgment Sat- 
isfled, don’f you?’’ 

‘*Yes, said the Chief Deputy. 

‘‘Well,’’ said the Marshal, ‘*those execu- 
tions are not good, and I don’t want them y+. 
ing around in this office.’’ 

‘*This matter will probably come before the 
Council,’’ saidthe attorney, *‘and when it 
does the claim will be set up that the iine was 
not remitted and you were given an execu- 
tion toserve. The books of the Police Court 
wfi show it. The responsibility of not col- 
lecting the fine will then be iaid on you, you 
see,’’ 


**Those 


MR. M’DONALD’S INTENTIONS. 

‘*Well, I don’t intend to have it that way,’’ 
said Marshal Thomas. ‘‘l’li send it back to 
the Court.’’ 

Hie took a pen and wrote on both execu- 
tions, ‘‘This execution was rece! ‘ed after the 
fine had been remitted, costs paid and judg- 
ment satisfied,’’ and sent them back to Clerk 
McEnnis. 

Mr. McDonald was asked to-day if he in- 
tended to push the charges against 
Jude Morris further. wee | cer- 
tainly intend to have thei in- 
vestigated thoroughly before I stop,’’ said 
he. ‘‘lam having some depositions taken to 
use In my civil suit against the police officers 
who arrested me, andthese depositions will 
bring Judge Morris in incidentally.’’ 

‘‘Have you had any talk with them with 
the object of arranging to drop the charges?’’ 

‘*‘Ceriainly not, I have not seen him. I 
don’t practice in his court, I think this cifent 
of mine brought me into the Police Court for 
the firsttime. I regard the whole lot of them 
in that court as dishonest.’’ 

Councilman Wm. T. Anderson was asked 
to-day what the Council would doif Mr. Mc- 
Donald laid before the body cha:ges against 
Judge Moreis looking to his impeachment. 

‘*We’ll act on them,’’ said the Councilinan. 

- **What do you mean by that?’’ 

‘*‘We’'ll investigate them and then take ac- 
tion if they are of a nature to justify action,’’ 

‘*Have you enough votes to impeach?’’’ 

‘‘The Judge is an appointive oflicer,’’ sald 
the Councilman, ‘‘and it takes only seven 
yotes to impeaci. anappointive officer. There 
are enough votes in that Council to do any- 
thing they think isright, I don’tthink very 
much of the way the charges have been 
made, but that doesn’t weaken thecharges.’’ 

M’ENNIS TAKES’THE BLAME. 

Clerk McEnnis was asked to-day, just be- 
fore the court opened, if he knewthat the 
executions would be returned by the Marshal 
on the ground that they were irregular, 

‘*Well, | have nothing to do but to accept 
the return the Marshal makes on execu- 
tions,’’ said he. 

“The two women were fined Friday?’’ 

‘*yes.’’ 

‘*ang you made out the executions the fol- 
lowing Monday?’’ : 

**Yes.”’ 

**Is it customary to issue the executions so 
long a time after the fine has been im- 
posed?’’ 

‘*‘No, itis not customary. It was this way. 
After those fines had been imposed I heard 
from somebody that they had been stayed by 
Judge Morris, and accepted that as the 
truth. Afterwards 1 sawin a paper tnat the 
Judge said he had not remitted the fine, and 
I then saw that the cierk was 
placed in a position of having made 
a mistake in belleving that the 

fine had been stayed. So when I came down 
Monday I made outthe executions and sent 
them to the Marshal.’’ 

**Who told you the fine had been stayed?’’ 

‘*Jio the best of my recollection it was Mor-

Peter R. Morrissey is a prosessional bonds- 
man who is backed by Ed _ Butler 
and his great influence, consequently with 
the Police Court officials. Judge Morris 
resorts to his saloon every day for lunch. 
In fact, itwas in his company on that day 
of Aug. 27 thatthe Judge began drinking the 
Rhine wine that conjured up the Chestnut 
Street Lorelei. Morrissey said to-day: ‘*Mc- 
Ennis tells the truth when he says thatlI 
told him about the fine being stayed. I 
didn’t say it had been;1 told him I was sure 
it/would be. I knew the Judge would 
Stay the fine for me, although he 
would not for McDonald. I went up on the 
bench while court was in session to speak to 
him about it, and he said, ‘I’ll see you after 
court!’ ina sharpway. ThenI spoke to him 
again about it afterwards, and told MckEnnis 
that it was all right;the fine would be stayed. 
I knew ifIlcouldn’t get it right off I could 
finally.’’ 

» MARSHAL THOMAS’ CORROBORATION, 

Marshal Thomas was leaning against the

Meeting cf the National Colored Men’s 
Association. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 22,—The National 
Colored Men’s Association is in session here 
to-day at Wright’s Hall. George E. Taylor 
of Oskaloosa, lo., is President of the assocla- 
tion and is presiding over the body. A na- 
tional appeal is to be issued addressed 
to the American negroes and. the 
friends of human liberty. The appeal asks: 
**\iay we be permitted to peacefully Hve as 
common citizens of the country that is as 
dear tous as life, or must we submit;to the 


cruel, merciless Judgment of Judge, neh, 
the jagot and the enemy’s bullet?’’ 

The association is of a non-partisay char- 
acter and has for its object the betterment of 
the colored people’s condition gemerally, 
freedom from political prejudice and control, 
protection for the race in the South. The as- 
sociation is not receiving the hearty indorse- 
ment of indiana that 1« had expected, be- 
cause of the strong political sentiments of the 
Intiana contingent, T'wenty members com- 
posethe Executive Committee andthe po- 
iitical coloring is about evenly divided. Com- 
mittees witl be appointed in every State, 
whose duties willbe spreading of the doc.

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CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


Conflicting Statements Concerning the 
Printed Circulars. 


SaAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 22.—The pub- 
lished statement has been made here that 
the two circulars alleged to have been issued 
recently by the Chinese six companies ad- 
vising Chinese laborers in the United States 
to disregard the Chinese registration act 
passed at the last session of Congress, were 
a hoax. This does not apply to the letter 
sent by the presidents of the six companies 
to the Collector of Internal Revenue, which 
was sent in these despatches last night, the 


authenticity of which is not questioned. 
The two circulars which are said to 
have been a hoax «were published 
during the past few days by a morning paper 
here which printed both the Chinese 
text and the English translation this morn- 
ing. Another newspaper published a state- 
ment tothe effect that these alleged transla- 
tions were incorrect,and it published transla- 
tions made by a former missionary tothe 
Chinese, which seemed to show that the 
original Chinese text was different from the 
statements which had first been published in 
English. In fact, inone case, the ‘mission- 
ary’s translation showed that one ofthe 
alleged circulars was simply a notice issued 
by the Chinese Consul-General here in regard 
to sanitary precautions to be taken by 
the Chinese to prevent the introduction 
of cholera, Notwithstanding this fact, 
however, the paper which first pub- 
lished the two circulars has obtained a writ- 
ten statement from the Chinese vice-consul 
in this city In which he saysthe translations 
which were obtained from him were correct. 
It also obtaineda written statement from the 
secretary ofthe Six Companies in which he 
Says thatthe circulars as published tn that 
paper are substantially correct though not 
published In full. In addition to this the 
letter sent by the presidents of the Six Com- 
panies tothe Collector of. Internal Revenue 
expressly states that the Six Companies have 
issued acircular advising Chinese laborers 
that the registration law was unconstitu- 
tional and suggesting they not comply with 
it. Explanation tis offered by the paper 
which first published the circulars that it had 
in its possession the Chinese text, both of the 
circular in regard to registration and of ‘the 
cholera proclamation, and by mistake it pub- 
lished the latter, but gave the English trans- 
lation of the former, it did not claim to 
publish the English translation of the other 
circular in regard to the registration actin 
full, but simply gave a synopsis of it, and it 
now states that it was owing to that fact that 
its translation did not correspond exactly 
with that made by the missionary. The 
whole troubie seems to have grown outofa 
lack of familiarity with the Chinese lan- 
guawze, 

There is no doubt that the Chinese of this 
city propose to make a fight against the reg- 
istration act. It has been learned that the 
six companies sent outa committee of seven 
men last eveningto visit all the stores in the 
Chinese quarters and secure signatures of all 
merchants to a petition to be sent tothe 
Chinese Government, asking that agents be 
Sent to this country; first, to make them- 
selves acquainted with all the circumstances 
ofthe registration act, by conferring with 
the Chinese in this city, and then to proceed 
to Washington and request President Harri- 
500 to take some action to nullify the law.

An Armed Ship Fitting Out to Follow the 
South Portland. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 22.—The Navy 
Department has received a telegram from 
Admiral Walker announcing the arrival of 
the United States steamer Chicago at La 
Guayra on Monday last. This makes the 
third United States naval ship now in Vene- 
zuela. The othertwoare the Concord and 
Kearsarge. No mentionis made in the Ad- 
me he dispatch of the. condition of affairs 
in ‘the country or an indication of the progress 
ofthe Crespo rebellion. The latest advices 
from the capital of Venezuela stated that 
Crespo was advancing on Caracas with an 
army of 14,000 infantry and 1,000 cavalry with 
several batteries of heavy artillery. The sit- 


uaffon as tothe Government at last advices 
was this: Villegas-Pulido, Secretary of the 
Consejo Federal and member to Congress 
from Bolivar, inthe absence of Dr. Villegas’ 
legal successor, Second Vice-President 
Iturbe, was proclaimed on the evening of 
Sept. 3 as Acting President of the Republic. 

Iturbe, the legal successor of Dr. Tell Vil- 
legas to the Presidency, he being Second 
Vice-President, arrived atthe Casa Amarilla 
the day after Pulido took possession, and 
formally demanded possession of the Gov- 
ernment. Pulido seemed disposed to deliver 
the executive officesto him at once, and 
Iturbe went so far astoissuea proclamation 
and announce the appointment of a new 
Cabinet; but dissensions arose and the mil- 
itary forces refused toaccepteither him or 
his ministers; so, Dy commen consent 
Pulido’s administration has been continued. 

Dr. William Tell Villegas, the late Acting 
President of the Republic, was more than 
half way to the United States before the 
people of Caracas learned that he was no 
longer a prisoner in his own house, 

The release of the steamer South Portland 
at New York and her sailing for Venezuela 
promises to bring abouta pretty ocean race, 
somewnat similar tothe chase of the Chilian 
steamer lItata by the Charleston down the 
Pacific Coast. 

The South Portland was chartered by Vene- 
zuelans in New York who are friendly to the 
Crespo revoilutionists, to carry arms and 
munitions of war tothe Crespits. The Vene- 
zuelan Minister here learned of the move- 
ment and asked the State Department to de- 
tain the steamer. She was detained several 
days, but after an investigation the collector 
of the port of New York was ordered to give 
her clearance papers and permit her to sail. 

The Venezuelan representatives in this city 
and New York claim that the South Port- 
land hasin herhold fleld cannons, Gatling 
guns, Reminyton rifles, 4,000 muskets, anda 
big cargo of cartridges and gun caps. 

The landing ot these munitions of waron 
the shores of Venezuela will bea very easy 
task forthe Commander ofthe South Port- 
land after he reaches Venezuelan waters, for 
the Pulido Government has nonavy to dis. 
pute this purpose, 

But fearing the contraband steamer would 
be permitted to sail Senor Bolit-Peraza, 
Pulido’s Minister to the United States, 
recognizing the fact that the delivery of mu- 
nitions of war tothe revolutionists at this 
crisis might result In victory for them, 
lost no time in taking steps to pre- 
vent such a misfortune. He opened 
negotiations for the purchase and arm.- 
ing of a steamer in New York harbor, 
the Catherine Whiting, to sail after and 
intercept the Portland after she reaches 
Venezuelan waters and effect her capture, It 
is stated to-day that the Whiting has been 
purchased and will be at once equipped for 
the chase. The distance 1s about 2,090 miles, 
and as the Whiting is a much faster ship than 
the South Portland she will have no difficulty 
in overhauling her, 

Just how she will be manned has not yet 
transpired, butit 1s predicted that.she will 
be placed on a footing to enable her to easily 
capture the Portland when the time comes, 
In the meantime it will bea pretty chase over 
a 2,000 mile course. 


New YorK, Sept. 22.—Minister Necanor 
Bolet-Perasa of Venezuela to-day said: ‘*We 
are certainly fitting up-a ship as @ man-of- 
war. We will follow the Soutn Portland and 
if she {s allowed to land at any of the Vene- 
zuelan ports We will seize her. We shall not 
attempt to take her while she is on the high 
seas flying an American flag.’’ If this plan 
iscarried into execution, !t may give Ad- 
miral Walker something to do not now ob his 
programme.

After this list was com.- 
pleted a general subscription would be com- 
menced and the balance of the money needed 
to finish the church would be furnished, he 
hoped, The plans forthe church, he stated, 
had been submitted to the best architects in 
the city and were said to be very fine and 
beautiful and that the church when finished 
would be the finest house of worship in 
the city. The basement, which has been 
used for the past six years, had cost $70,000.

The Captajns of the Sealing Schooners Tell 
the Story of the Outrage. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Sept. 22.—Capt. Copp, 
master of the sealing schooner Vancouver 
Belle, which was. seized by Russians, ar- 
rived yesterday morning in tow by 
the schooner Prize, formerly the Rosie Olsen, 
of Victoria, which also had been seized by 
Russians. 

The Vancouver Belle was captured by a 


Russian warship twenty-two miles off Copp 
Island on July 12. She bad nearly 700 skins 
on bDoard and Copp intended starting home 
after that day’s sealing. He expostulated 

but the commander of the Russian ship told 
him that Russians - claimed urisdic- 
tion over an area of a undred 
miles around theisland. Copp’s men, with 
two exceptions, will be taken on rd the 
cruiser and conveyed to PetropauloskKie. 

The prize crew has been placed on the Van- 

couver Belle. Copp’s men were confined . 
some time and were given but a scanty al- 
lowance of Russian food, the commander 
finally allowing Copp to return onthe Olsen. 

They started out on July 21, making the trip 
in sixty days tothis port. The schooner was 
very oldand unseaworthy, but experienced 
favorable weather and arrived without mis- 

hap. _ Kussians gave them food sufficient 
for twenty days and of a very inferior 
quality, the supply running out despite 
economy, and the men were nearly starved 
when they arrived. Inall, twenty-two men 
were on board, fourteen being the crew of 
the Vancouver Belle, andthe remainder be- 
long:ng to the schooners Seward and E. B. 

Maryin of Victoria. The former lost two 
boats in the fog and the latterone. The 
Russtane picked them up. All guns, skins

| OWNER WEST AND BOOKMAKER ARGO 


‘PBEFERED THE CHARGES. 


The Matter Arranged to the Satisfaction 

| of All Parties—How Ferguson Lost His 
Position at the Fair Grounds—Last 
Night’s Pugilistic Fiasco—Gossip From 
Turf, Ring and Diamond. 


A dispatch from Cincinnati at a late hour 
this afternoon said that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Latonia Jockey Club, after hav- 
ing under consideration the matter involving 
the personal di'‘ferences between Starter 
Ferguson and 0. 0. West, announce that the 
same have been amicably settled to the satis- 
faction of the parties as well as the club. 

This isa complete vindication of Fergu- 
go0n’s honesty. whether his itncompetency 
will bring him into further notoriety is an- 


other question. 

Starter Ferguson,whose handling of the flag 
at the Fat Ground created at times consider- 
able dissatisfac:'tion, was under investigation 
by the Directors of the Latonia track on ac- 
count of charges preferred by Owner Or- 
ville West and Bookmaker Horace Argo. 
West was an.zered at the-~ way his 
horses got left in a race last Mon- 
gqay,and compiewined that the starter was 
making a habit of leaving his horses at the 
post. He intimated very plainly that some 
owners were being favored and others get- 
ting the worst of it. Ferguson retorted that 
he would complain tothe judges, and West 
told him he dare not, that he knew better 
than to lodge any such complaint. 

When the authorities of the Latonia Jockey 
Club heard of the affair they summoned the 
parties before them and ordered an investi- 
gation. West and Argo then commenced 
making preparations for a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the case. The) announced that they 
would place nine witn:?sses on the stand and 

‘endeavor to demonstrate by their testimony 
that Ferguson has biten in collusion with 
owners and bookmakers to give certain 
horses the best of the starts and 
Others, that hada chance, the worst of it. 
Their testimony was not about racing 
at Latonia, but about Ferguson’s way of 
manipulating matters at other points, pre- 
sumably New Orieans, One race in 
particular at the Cresent City was to be 
sized up, which West and Argo stated would 
prove that) Ferguson was not yet toactas 
starter. Argo himself Galking about the 
matter said: 

‘*‘T never make any charge that I cannot 
substantiate, anilinsist that Mr. Ferguson 
fis no fit person to officiate asastarter and I 
iniend to prove it.’’ 

When questioned about the affair,Ferguson 
isreportedito have said: ‘‘l have always 
conducted my starts honestly and fairly. 1 
never put onecent onarace, andi give you 
my word of honorthat nine out of ten times 
Jcouidn’t 'tell you what horse gets off in 
front. Whenever I see the fleld break well 
togetherI drop the flag. I endeavor to get 
them off tagether, andl never played any 
favorites. If anybody can show a single 
shady transaction with which I was even re- 
motely connected, I will throw up the flag 
and quit the tusiness.’’ 

Starter James BK. Ferguson is one of the 
leading turfmen of the West and Is known on 
every race;coursein the United States. He 
is an extensive breeder of thoroughbreds, 
operates one of the largest stock farms 
in Kentucky. In his capacity as starter 
he has at various times handled the flag at 
the Fair Grounds, Louisville, New Orleans, 
San Francisco, Hawthorne, St. Paul and 
Denver tracks. He succeeded Sheridan, who 
started at Latonia last spring. AS a 
starter Ferguson’s work has not always 
given satisfaction. Especialiy was this the 
case with his work in this city. Theodore 
Winters, the well-known Nevacia breeder, 
who brought out Yo Tambien, El Rio Rey 
and other cracks, was in all

Bernays, a physician who is not 
in frier.cly relations with tie St. Louis Med- 
ical society. 
When Drs. Love and Glasgow 


met at the 


friendly. 
and ina few moments the latter had slapped 
him in the face with his open hand, 
instant laterthetwowere pummeling each 
other with clenched fists. Dr.Glaszow landed 
one rather heavy blow and then they were 
separated before either could doany further 
damage. Neithermun was hurt, but the 
scrimmage occurring inthe corridor of the 
hotel created considerable of a stir. Dr. 
Love, it appears, had proceeded to upbraid 
Dr. Glasgow for his action in opposing the 
admission of the two members ot the Marion- 
Sims facuity and in doing so made a remark 
which caused Dr. Glasgow to slap him inthe 
face. The Soctety of the American Asso- 
clation of Obstetriclans and Gynecolo- 
gists is holding its fifth annual 
session at the Lindelland the regular meet- 
ing had just adjourned at 9:30 o’clock when 
the altercation took place. As soon as it was 
over both gentiemen expressed a regret that 
the affair tad occurred and partiularly 
|in sucha public place. Dr. Glasgow refused 

to discuss the matter or give the true in- 
wafrdness of the fight, except tosay that Dr. 
| Love had used language towards him that he 
| would not tolerate from any one and he 
| slapped Dr. Love’s face. 

Dr. Love, though sincerely regretting that 
the affair had been made public, told of the 
incident whichled tothe encounter, saying 
be thought he had sufficient cause for fre- 
mark, but not such remarks as are attributed 
him 

‘*At the morning session of the Obstetrici- 
ans and Gynecologists the names of Drs. G. 
F.Huibert and B. M. Hypes were proposed for 
memobership. Dr. Glasgow arose and pro- 
tested against their admission, saying they 
belonged to a college that had admitted a 
certain doctor, not a member of the st. Louls 
Medical society and in fact an enemy ofthe 
society, into its faculty. Drs. Hypes and 
Hulbert both belong to the Marion-Sims Col- 
lege. We had admitted Dr. A. C. Bernays 
into the Institution as an instructor in sur- 
gery on his worth and merit as a teacher, re- 
gardless of his standing with any medical 
society. Dr, Glasgew gave this as sufficient 
reason for barring outthe two gentlemen 
whose names were proposed, froma society 
which isa private and special organization. 
Dr. R. C. Atkinson, a member of the 
society, and also a Member of the 
Marion Sims faculty, arose and said that 
if that objection obtained he would be an 
objectionable member. I was told of 
this incident and Tuesday. evening while I 
was sitting in the rotunda Dr. Glasgow 
came up. I speke to him 
and asked ifhe had raised the objection to 
Drs. Hulburt and Hypes he was said to have 
made. He said hedid andl replied thatrl 
thoughtita dirty piece of Dusiness. That 
was all that was- said. Dr. Glasgow 
struck me and as quickly as I could 
rise from my seat I returned the blow. Ido 
not remember the detail of what happened, 
but it was only a few seconds before we were 
separaied. lam very sorry it occurred, as it 
will zive the visiting doctors a bad impres- 
sionand lam also sorry the matter has got 
into print.’’
